Which is to say, that Mr, Justice 
Mulkey agrees to tho conclusions, but 
not tothe premises on which thoy are 
founded, Hoe ngrees to the general 
views and not to the special rensons, He 
is neither ethical nor logic), for it the 
promises ara bad, the conclusion must 
be, at Joast, dubious, If thespecint ron- 
gons fro unsound the general views re- 
sulting from them cannot sanctity the 
hanging of seven men. Judge Mulkey's 
concurrence in death for the Anarchists 
on genoral principles is but n judicial 
echo of the angry clamor of the streets, 
“They didn’t have a fair show,” sald tho 
prosident of a vigilance committee, in 
exouso for tho hanging ola gang of bad 
characters, “but most of ’em wae guilty.” 
The apology wns wonk. 


Judge Mulkey thinks that he can 
sanction the docision, and at the sname 
time sustain his reputation asa Jawyer, 
by diselaiming all responsibility for ila 
errors. He knows that the decision bo- 
comes authority in iMinois, and that it 
will be embalmed in the “Reports.” 
He sustains the decision, barriog tho 
errors in it, When the passions of this 
hour are gone, when the soven men are 
silent in the gravo, when the bar of Illi- 
nois is laughing nt the decision asa legal 
statement, Judga Mulkey reserves the 
right to say, “l told you co nt tho time; 
Leaid then that errora wero in tho 
record; theso that you ridiculo are tho 
errors that I mennt?’ This resource 
cannot avail him, because he is not 
brave enough to exposa in n separato 
opinion the orrors he confesses. Chiet 
Justico Pilate confessed that there wero 
errors in thetrial, and even washed hia 
hands of the judgment, but tho stain 
remains forever, Mr, JTnstico Mulkey 
consents {o the doath of seven men nne 
dor a judgment which, although legally 
defective and infirm, is good enough for 
them. '[he intimation of Mr, Justice 
Mulkey that ho bas a dissenting opin- 
ionin his mind, which ho declines to 
sproad upon the record, isot itself a full 
justification for interference by the 
Governor of the State, 

TI ODDS AUAINST TIT PRONENS, 

In tho trial of the Anarchista tho law 
itself was Lent and strained to tho break. 
ing point. On tho floor of the Court 
House they stood at a porllous disad- 
vantage. Tho scales of justice wero not 
poised ovenly between the accused avd 
the Stato.

Theindictment was a bewildering con- 
tradiction of pixty-enine discordant

It has been contended that the uus 
thority of the Govornor over a judicial 
sentence 1s the prerogativo of morcy 
alone; and that all questions of guilt or 
innocence, of justice or injustice, have 
beensottled bythe decision of the Su- 
preme Court. This is amistako. The 
power to pardon is froquently judicial, 
although the form of its exercise is not. 
Itis.true that ihe Governor does not 
reyerse ormodify the Judgments of the 
courts, except in the form of clemency, 
yet the power to pardon is continually 
exercised as a function vestal in tho 
chiof magistrate. It has been so from 
the oarliest times in England, 
and there, as here, under the form of 
mercy, orrors of the courts are constant- 
ly corrected by the pardoning power, 
The cause of John Frost will serve as 
an example’ 


In 1839, Frost, Wiliams and Jonos, 
were triedin Wales for high treason. 
They had levied war against the Govern» 
ment. ‘They had led a mob of mon to 
attack the jail at Monmouth, and they 
had engaged in battle with the polico 
and soldiers. Asa consequence of this 
mad enterprise fifty men wero killed. 
Thera was no question about the guilt 
of the acensed, and they wero duly sen» 
tenced to death. After tho trial was 
over, it was claimed by their counsel 
that the list of witnesses for. tho Crown 
had not been handed to the prisoners 
the legal number of days before the 
tral. This point was assigned for 
error, and it was referred to the fifteen 
judges sitting in Westminster Hall. 
Their answer wns:

But, Secondly, A majority of the Judges in 
tbe proportion of nine to Fix aro ot the opine 
jon that the objection ta the delivery of the 
Ust of witnesses was not taken in duo time. 


So the judgmont was allirmed; but 
the Government gaild that it would 
never do to hang three mon, however 
guilty, who at thoir trial, were deprived 
of the right to which they were ontitled 
by the law, although the prisoners them- 
selves had waived it by not asking 
forit. Tho judges having confessed 
that there was error 1n the trial, it would 
be a scandal that the men should suffer 
death, Tho sentence was, therefore 
commuted to transportation for life. In 
the Frost case tho commutation of the 
sentencewas n judicial act exercised in 
the form of clemency under the par- 
doning power, 


ERRORS IN THE RECORD, 

In tho present case the Supreme Court 
of Illınois confesses errors in the record, 
and, as in the Frost case, decides as to 
some of them that objection to them was 
not made in time, For instance, in the 
matter of the Most letter, the Innguage 
of tho court is this; 


Tho objection that the lottor wag obtained 
from the defendant by an untawful seizure is 
wade fortho tirst tima inthis court, It was 
not made on tho trint in the court below, 


Aa atechnical rule of practice this 
may be correct, and, perhaps, binding 
onthe Supreme Court, but it is not

personalities—have stood on the de- 
fensive rather than upon the ageres- 
sive—lhave tried to state general 
principles and to outline methods of 

racticalizing those principles, leav- 
ing toothersthe personal applica- 
tion thereof. This has been the 
head and frontof my offending.

In accordance with my announce. 
ment last week,I should say nothing 
in response to “Hs” criticisms of 
my positions, but one very surpris- 
ing statement of hin involves a mat- 
torof fact and imperatively de- 
mands afew sentences from me, It 
is this; 

I have always advdcated repeal of invasive 
laws, and Ihave distinctly and emphatically 
regarded voting ns one of the best methods 


of repoal—at least, such is my recollection 
now, 


I do not know how “IL.” “regard- 
ed” voting, but I do know that he 
has not recently put himself on rec- 
ord in favor of itas a method of ro- 
form, that is, in distinct terms. To 
bo sure, ho has advocated repeal, 
and so have I, but with me, at least, 
there was no expectation of taking 
part in voting for repeal, 

But where, in Luctrmr, dur- 
ing tho past two and one- 
half years has he “distinctly and 
emphatically” advocated voting? 
I amali the more certain that ho 
can find nothing of the kind, from 
tho fact that had he so expressed 
himself I should have been sure to 
criticise him publicly. Of course, 
in speaking of his “declension,” I 
hadin mind his position viewed in 
tho light of what he had said and 
written, not what ho may have 
thought—"regarded.” Iam not a 
mind-reader. 

Tho views ho has expressed npon 
this subjoct sinco Moses Hull's Bec- 
ond visit are a complete surprise to 
mo; I had never beforo heard him 
utter in conversation nor had T seen 
anything from his pen which could 
bo construed into harmony with his 
present opinions. OF course, no ono 
denies the rigit of change; it is the 
feet of change which now concerns 
us, 


An important question: Can we 
geta majority to. yote forthe repeal 
of bad laws? If we cannot, voting 
for repeal is useless, as I have said. 
If says that such a majority of good 
men is impossible. Mear him (in 
Lucin of July 29, 86): 

“In ordor that majority: rule may be better 
than minority-rule tho majority mast be 
composed of botter and wiser materials than 


thomlnority. This we know to be tinpossi= 
ble tn the nature of things.” 


Italics are mine, 

IL, now thinks that bad laws ean 
bo repealed at the ballot-box, On 
June 18,86, he did not so think. 
Then hesaid: 

“All we can do at the ballot-box ia to 


choose our masters for the noxt constitution- 
allorm of years,” . 

alli wo can do? So ho then said, 

_ Solong ago as May 8, °85, IL, said, 
in reply to a correspondent: 

You say, ‘wo have atl the necessary power 

to ndjust our wrengs.’? It is juat possible 
that wo have the power to “adjust” the load 
of wrongs to our backs, so that wo may oar- 
ryita little moro comfortably! but we can 
never throw off nor abolish this load of 
wrongs until the parent wrong—the govern- 
mental machineitself—is abolished. With 
outthoaid and protection afforded by thia 
parent wrong the peatilential brood of minor 
Wronga would soon etarve to death. 
« But let no one eny that because we advo- 
oata tha abolilion of our governmental ma- 
chino wo are therefore in favor of a violont 
revolution, Penceful Evolution by moans 
of Educational Agitation, isonr motto, 


In other words,—Wo cannot throw 
off cur load of wrongs, made up 
principally of laws, so long as tho 
governmental machine remains; 
it is through this machine 
that we voto for repeal; but voting 
will not remove tho wrongs because 
they are not to go whilo the ma- 
chino remains and when the machino 
goes there will bo nothing to repeal! 
Therefore, voting is uscless. 

More bricily; if you do not—as 
you say you cannot—remove these 
evils until after the elimination of 
the governmental machine, then you 
do not have its aid in removing 
them, 

Yes, Educational Agitation is our 
motto, 

I, complains that this discussion 
of methods hax taken a “personal” 
form, That was inevitable, When 
onein a band of workers suddenly 
begins to criticise methods whieh 
were once common to all and are 
still pursued by the others, it is only 
natural that the latter, while defend- 
ing those methods, should point to 
their critio’s former advocacy of 
said methods, .

Iethis putting the caso in stronger 
lauguage than the facts werrant? Lis- 
ten, a moment or two. For months 


before the Haymarket tragedy 
there bad been war in Chi. 
cago, aud at many other points 


throughout the United States, growmg 
out of the differences between laboring 
men and their employors. There had 
been no formal declaration or recogni- 
tion of war, noloss “strikes” on the one 
hand and “lockouta” and evictions on 
the othor could be called such; neither 
was there a formal declaration or recog- 
nition of war during the Kansas troub- 
les of ‘56-58, and yet actual war along 
the “border” existed during these 
years, as we nll know, In Chicago, in 
East St. Louis, in Milwaukee and else- 
where, blood had freely ilowed in this 
struggle betweon capital and labor, As 
in the border centlcts of ’66, so also in 
these later conilicta,the struggle was be- 
tween the claims of Liberty and Justice 
onthe one hand, and the demands of 
bnman slavery on the other. As then, 
so now, the defenders of Liberty and 
Justice worked against fearful odds. 
Tho proslavery men in '50 had the whole 
power and prestige of governinent at 
their back while the anti-slavery men had 
to bear the odium, the burden, of op- 
posing the government. The worst that 
could be suid of the abolitionists was 
that they acted hastily and unwisely— 
that they appealed to force before pub- 
lic sentiment had been educated up to 
tho point of justifying forco,but 1t is now 
frooly admitted thateyen John Browr,the 
most hot-lheaded and fanatical of them 
all, wasn heroic champion of liberty 
against oppression, and that he dieda 
martyr to the cause of human advance- 
ment. 


‘That the hanging of the Chicago seven 
by the Stato of Illinois will precipitate 
a war all along the line, wherover the 
power of monopolistic and corporate 
slavery is arrayed against the demands 
of the great unorganized army of wage- 
workors—Just as the hanging of John 
Brown and hie comrades by tho State 
of Virginia, precipitated a general war

Ikwiltbeta tho monopolists what 
ha hanging of Jonn Brown was te slavery,

And what was the “hanging of John 
Brown to slavery?” More than any other 
single act iu the great historio drama, 
this act tollod the death-knell of chattel- 
slavery! But human slavery did not die. 
It only changed its tactics and rapidly 
became more powerful than ever be- 
fore. 


Wo say the slave power changed its 
tactics. Before the war it monopolized 
the fruits of labor by owning and con- 
troling the bodies of the workers. Now 
it monopolizes the frnits of labor by 
owning and controling, the tools, the 
motor powers, the machinery and raw 
watenals,-the opportunities,—out of 
which these fruits must be produced; 
ond also owning and controlling the 
medium~-the currency—through and 
by means of which exchanges of talues 
aro effectod, 

But in one respect, at least, the slave 
power has not changed ite tactics. Be- 
fore tho war itentrenched itself behind 
the power and prestige of QOVERNNMENT, 
anditfreely used that government as 
themost effective moans by which to 
hold in subjection the bone, the muscle 
and even the brains, tha very eouls, of 
the toilerainthe mine, in theshop, iu 
tho factory and on the soil,  Audwin 
proportion ua tho power nnd prestige of 
governmont are greater now than they 
wero in chattel slavery timos so now the 


power of the monopolists—the oppres- 
sofa of labor—is greater than xt was

* QOutsidetheranks of the Anarch- 
iste thomselyes, and a small group of 
students and philosophical thinkera who 
are not Anarchists, there sre none who 
underetand what Anarchy is aud least of 
all do many who themselves bear tLe 
name, The ro-called “Revolutonary 
Anarchists” and the “Communistic-An- 
archists” are, in many of their princi- 
plea, as far from genuine Anarchism as 
are the governmentalists, 


It should be added, that the term Ane 
archism stands, in our minds, for certain 
definite principles sod when wo see 
men advocating antagonistto principles 
under the same name, we are, naturally, 
disinclined to remain silent,and £o wa dis- 
avow, in all ways possiblo, responsibility 
for their propaganda.
